“Many schools have had this require¬ 
ment for the past few years, tnit now It 
will be enforced by every school and child¬ 
care canter," said Dr. Batty Agee, chief 
of Acute Communicable Disease Control, 
Los Angeles County Department of Health 
Services. "State school entry regulations 
heve been changed so that achoda must 
refer parents of new entrants to their 
doctor or county health center If they do 
not have an Immunization record. The 
policy ‘no shots — no school’ will be 
adhered to strictly." 

Children entering kindergarten need 
to obtain their school entry booster Im¬ 
munization and. In addition, a Mantoux 
skin tsst for tuberculosis this summer. 
Children who do not have their required 
number of Immunizations will be admitted 
to school provided they have atarted ra- 
calving the necessary Immunizations. 
However, to stay In school, they must ob¬ 
tain the additional Immunizations at the 
appropriate times. 

The Immunizations required are 
against the preventable childhood dis¬ 
eases: diphtheria, tetanus, pertussis 
(whooping cough), measles, mumps, ru¬ 
bella, and polio. 

For more Information, residents 
should contact their physician or the 
county health center nearest their home.

Flag Committee read 
with interest the letter to 
the editor from Bev Wm. 
Morant in the June 12 
issue of The News, ad¬ 
vising that our Kersting 
Court Flag should be 
10x19’, Instead of 
10x15’. 

Mr. Morant is correct, 
if he is referring to the 
executive order signed by 
President William Taft 
on June 24, 1912, pre¬ 
scribing the official pro¬ 
portions of the flag as 
1x1.9 units. 

However, the Flag 
Code, published by the 
94th Congress in 1976, 
does noi include specific 
dimensions and many of¬ 
ficial U.S. flags do not 
follow the 1912 propor¬ 
tions. The standard size 
manufactured and flown 
all over the country is 
10x15’. 

Pageantry World^ 
which is supplying oiir 
Kersting court Flag, wSS 
an official supplier for 


runners practicing for 
that event, tragically re¬ 
membering several Who 
tripped on the rough 
footing, rolled down Au¬ 
burn through the 4-way 
stop and were never 
heard from again. 

Most Grandview mo¬ 
torists, kidney trouble 
and all, remember The 
Day of the Trouble with 

the 1984 Olympics, pro¬ 
viding flags ordered by 
both the U.S. and many 
foreign countries. The 
sizes included 4x6’, 5x8’, 
6x10’ and 8x12’, as well 
as 10x15’, none of which 
comply with the 1912 
dimensions of 1x1.9 
units.

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Way to go’ around Gulf of Mexico 


Travelers who enjoy 
louring by car should 
take note of a trek 
around the perimeter of 
the Gulf of Mexico. 
From New Orleans to the 
Florida Everglades pro¬ 
vides a marvelously sce¬ 
nic and intriguing ven¬ 
ture. 

We made the trip in 
four days. Six or seven 
would provide a more 
leisurely journey. 

From New Orleans we 
drove north via the 
world’s longest bridge, 
the 24-mile long Lake 
Ponchartrain Causeway, 
which splits the enor¬ 
mous 610-square mile 
body of water like an ar¬ 
row. Barges and tug¬ 
boats plied their way on 
either side of our rib¬ 
bon of roadway, along 
with pelicans and other 
sea birds, as we literal¬ 
ly drove over the water. 

Turning east, then 
south, we left Louisiana 
behind, skirting the edge 
of the gulf along the 
southern tip of the Mis¬ 


sissippi. Here we en¬ 
countered massive evi¬ 
dence of a recent hur¬ 
ricane — great swaths 
cut in the woods, with 
trees all snapped off and 
lying in the same direc¬ 
tion, like soldiers mow¬ 
ed down by enemy gun¬ 
fire. 

We stopped along the 
shore to pay our respects 
to Beauvoir, where the 
president of the Con¬ 
federacy spent the last 
years of his life. After 
his death, the beautiful 
antebellum mansion was 
deeded to the Sons of 
Confederate Veterans 
and served as a home for 
Southern veterans of the 
Civil War. 

In 1941, Beauvoir was 
converted into the Jef¬ 
ferson Davis Shrine, lov¬ 
ingly restored and fur¬ 
nished with the original 
furniture and personal 
possessions of the Davis 
family, gathered from 
near and far. 

The adjoining confede¬ 
rate Museum contained 


Civil War memorabilia 
and photos of the South¬ 
ern heroes, including one 
of my husband’s illus¬ 
trious ancestors. General 
Wade Hampton, who 
had passed on his im¬ 
posing nose, almost un¬ 
altered, to my spouse. 
Happily, it is a hand¬ 
some nose. 

A meditation room 
contained a great Bible 
with a strange decor. Af¬ 
fixed to its opened pages 
was an offering of pen¬ 
nies and dimes, with the 
dimes spelling out the 
word love. 

A short lime later we 
had to turn inland for a 
stretch because of the 
hurrican’s devastation to 
the shoreline. High 
winds were still blowing 
and had whipped the wa¬ 
ters of the gulf into a 
choppy froth. Waves 
splashed over the sea 
walls guarding the sides 
of the causeways right 
beside us as we drove, 
imparting a real feeling 
of adventure.

Southern tradition. ' 

The next day brought 1 
torrential rains, alterna¬ 
ting with brilliant sun¬ 
shine. We savored the 
Indian names of towns 
and rivers: Apalachaco- 
la, Okahunka, Withla- 
coochee, Weeki Wackee 
and Chassahowitzka,'' 
which we decided must 
show evidence of early 
Polish migration to the 
Indian lands. 

We paid a visit to the

He Miy» all Eailorn will take roughly the vamc 
route, uAing "Rhumb line" — as the crow fiies - 
a "road" of between 30 lo 40 miles in width. 
After the first day the individuals will rarely see 

**'*’Akwn*s sloop will go between five and six 
knots per hour. When his boat “surfs” he might 
travel as fast as 10 to 12 knots per hour. 

Alcorn has been preparing for this trip for two 
years, working feverishly on the boat for seven 
months. The sloop’s displacement is 2950 lbs.; how¬ 
ever, with all the gear it is closer to 6000 lbs., he 
says. The average boat is 31 ft., displacing 7500 
lbs. He trailered the boat to San Francisco and will 
send it home by barge. 

Basides the required VHF radio, he is using an 
amateur marine-type (long-range) radio. He is using 
an autopilot because he will be on deck "trying 
to balance the boat to get it lo go faster. He 


has installed a radar reficctor for use in the shipping 
lanes around Hawaii. 

The Sierra Madrean has with him a backup 
electrical timer that goes off after about 30 minutes. 
It starts with a “little bee-beep and progresses to 
a loud ruckus if not shut off.” This will keep him 
from oversleeping and is also going to be entered in 
the race’s "Rube Goldbert contest” if there is one, 
he says. 

To prepare physically for the race, Alcorn has 
been bicycling back and forth to work 22 miles 
round trip — nearly every day. To prepare men¬ 
tally, he took a weather class and obtained his Gen¬ 
eral Class Amateur Radio License. For experience 
he also served as navigator in the Los Angeles lo 
Hawaii TransPac race. 

Expect to hear about Alcorn again. He is keep¬ 
ing a tape recorded log and promises a debriefing 
followup story for The News.
